PLANS TO CARE 
FOR 130 OAPs 


Redesigned 
scheme gets 
civic society 
backing

A BID to build two major care homes 
is to go before council planners in a 
move that could provide more than 
130 places for OAPs. 

Care UK has submitted a planning 
application for a 73-bed care home for land 
just outside Banbury town centre. 

And Green Pastures Nursing Home has 
put in revised plans to relocate to the now 
demolished Holly House care home in Bath 
Road. 

The Care UK plan would see a two- to 
three-storey building on land between The 
Leys and North Bar Place - by People's Park. 

This is currently occupied by an industrial 
unit and is used as a scrapyard and car 
park. 

The plan would include 38 parking 
spaces - 18 for the home and 20 for North 
Bar businesses. Access would be from North 
Bar Street. 

According to the planning application 
before Cherwell District Council, it would 
be for people heavily dependent on nursing 
and those with dementia. 

The application adds: "There is an acute 
local need for new and improved care 
facilities. 

"As well as helping people to remain 
healthy and independent for longer in their 
own homes, there is also a particular need 
for people requiring specialist long-term 
care accommodation." 

It would also free up the number of 
under-occupied homes by moving OAPs 
from large homes to smaller 
accommodation. 

The number of people in the county aged 
85 and over is expected to rise by about 40 
per cent by 2018. 



Three previous plans from 2004 - for 73 
to 85 flats - were rejected by the council or 
withdrawn by developers. 

The plan for Green Pastures Christian 
Nursing Home has been re-submitted with 
changes, following concerns from local 
residents. 

Its height has been reduced by 70cm, 
parking has gone up from 14 to 22 spaces 
and the access will be via Park Road, 
instead of Bath Road. 

It also adds more Victorian-style 
architecture and moves the entrance to 
within the building, so it looks more "low 
key". 

If approved, it will see the home - which 
cares for frail, older people - move from its 
30-room base in The Hawthorns. 

Banbury Civic Society had criticised the 
previous scheme as "very bulky" and 
"overwhelming" for neighbouring homes. 

It said: "It is overly dominant for this 
sensitive corner site." 

But acting chairman Rob Kinchin-Smith 
backed the changes, including a reduction 
from three to 2.5 storeys. 

He said: "We are much, much happier. It 
was just too bulky. Now it is far more 
broken up and in keeping with the character 
of the street." 

Two-storey Holly House was built by 
Cherwell District Council in the 1970s.

PM calls on Russian President Putin to 'de-escalate' the problem 


Greenpeace protester 


makes plea from prison 


A FATHER-OF-THREE, who is one 
of 30 protesters and journalists 
accused of "hooliganism" charges 
in Russia, has written a defiant 
letter from his cell. 

Phil Ball, from Chipping Norton, is in 
his eighth week of imprisonment and is 
facing a possible seven years in prison 
after he was detained during a protest at 
an oil-drilling rig in the Arctic. 

Mr Ball, 42, wrote: "We, the Arctic 
30, face the charge of hooliganism. 

"At first, it sounds only a bit more 
serious than naughty rascal or cheeky 
monkey. 

"Something must be lost in the 
translation, because a maximum 
sentence of seven years in prison seems 
a bit harsh. 

"My sons, aged seven and nine, will 
be teenagers and my little girl will have 
forgotten who I am if I get out of here 
seven years from now. Pretty unfunny 
too." 

He added: "The small-print of the 
charge says that hooliganism is a 'gross 
violation of public order' and 'in

contempt of society'. Well, hang on just 
a moment, 'contempt of society'? 

"I give blood; volunteer at my local 
Scout group; pick up dog poo off the 
playing field and I don't have a dog; 
went to court as a witness to two 
violent crimes; helped fight a 
supermarket development; have taught 
kids to make award-winning films; have 


worked on projects for the Stop Aids 
foundation and the RSPB; invested 
£1,000 of my own money to help set 
up a community wind farm co¬ 
operative; and once saved and a hand- 
reared a pigeon called Gerald. 

"But the biggest thing I've done in 
support and protection of society? 
Coming 180 nautical miles north of the 
Arctic Circle to protest against Arctic oil 
drilling." 

Prime Minister and Witney MP David 
Cameron last week appealed to Russian 


President Vladimir Putin to let the 
Greenpeace protestors return home. 

Mr Cameron said: "This is a serious 
issue, which I have been closely 
monitoring, not least because one of my 
constituents is involved. 

"My office is in regular contact with 
members of Phil's family and I 
personally discussed this issue with 
President Putin earlier this week, 
appealing to him to try to de-escalate 
this and make sure that Phil and the 
other detainees can come home."

■ A DECISION is expected in the 
“coming weeks” following a High 
Court challenge over an out-of- 
town retail park in Banbury, 
Cherwell District Council said. A 
hearing was held late last week 
over the challenge to the Banbury 
Gateway plan for Wildmere 
Industrial estate, by Junction 11 
of the M40. The owners of Castle 
Quay shopping centre and 
Banbury Cross Retail Park 
brought the case against the 
council’s approval of the scheme 
in March 2012. The businesses 
raised concerns about the impact 
on the town centre and whether 
enough other sites were 
considered for the new 
development.

Civic team to review axe 


threat to family centres 


A REVIEW of every 
children's centre in 
Oxfordshire is to be 
conducted by a cross-party 
group of councillors. 

Thirty-seven of Oxfordshire's 
44 children's centres could be 
shut as part of major budget 
cuts facing the county. 

The plans have been 
severely criticised by mothers 
and campaigners. 

Now the group of four 
councillors is aiming to visit 
many of the centres as the 
council considers how many 
may have to be closed down. 

The county council's 
education and families chief, 
Melinda Tilley, will preside 
over the group. She said the 
review would be informal and 
aimed at reaching a consensus 
between parties. 

She said: "I have set it up 
because the whole thing had 
no legs at all. No decisions 
had been made. 

"What I wanted to do was 
look at every single children's 
centre with a small informal 
group who can meet with 
knowledgeable officers and 
also take advice from local 
people and then feed the 
information back. 

"We plan to meet for the 
first time at the end of the 
month." 

Along with Mrs Tilley, the 
group will be made up of

Liberal Democrat Janet 
Godden, Labour group leader 
Liz Brighouse and independent 
councillor Mark Gray. 

Mrs Godden said: "I agree 
with the need to look at all the 
centres in detail because they 
are all different. Centres in 
rural areas are just as 
important as those in larger 
areas. 

"I'm hoping to find a 
consensus on behalf of 
children and other users of the 
centres, not on behalf of my 
party, because I don't feel this 
is a political issue. 

"There is no doubt that cuts 
will have to be made in 
children's services, but I think 
we all need to look at them 
and see what common ground 
we can come to." 

Neither Mr Gray nor Mrs 
Brighouse were available for 
comment. 

The formation of the group 
comes after concerns about the 
future of children's centres 
dominated a recent series of 
meetings on county council 
cuts. 

Fears for their future arose 
after staff were briefed about 
potential future closures as part 
of a bid to cut £61 m from the 
council's budget. 

The extra savings were 


announced after Chancellor 
George Osborne said council 
budgets would be cut by an 
extra ten per cent this year, 
and would be on top of 
council savings of £201 m 
already made or committed to.

Bankside sales 
centre opens 


■ A SALES centre is to 
open at a long-awaited new 


housing development for 
1,100 homes south of 
Banbury.

Hunt for tragic cadet's family history 





THE Chipping Norton branch of 
the Royal British Legion is 
appealing for anyone who knew 
an air cadet who died in a plane 
crash 70 years ago to come 
forward. 

The branch plans to provide a 
new trophy for the town’s army 
and air cadet units, which would 
be named in honour of George 
Stone - but they would like to 
contact people who knew him. 

The 16-year-old, known as 
Kenny, was one of three people 
killed when their RAF Airspeed 
Oxford crashed at Eastleach, 


near Burford, after colliding with 
another Airspeed Oxford at about 
4.50pm on September 11, 1943. 

Both planes were on training 
flights. 

The cadet, who was on flying 
experience from RAF Little 
Rissington, west of Burford, was 
the son of Frederick and Beatrice 
Stone, of Bourton-on-the-Water, 
and was born in Sleaford, 
Lincolnshire. 

He is buried at St Peter’s 
churchyard in Little Rissington 
and is thought to have had a twin 
brother, Frederick, who is also 


buried at the church. 

Steve Kingsford, the liaison 
officer of the RBL branch, said: “I 
think it would good for the 
cadets to remember one of their 
own. It’s just about remembering 
forgotten comrades of the war.” 

Branch members visited the 
church on Monday - Armistice 
Day - to lay poppy crosses at the 
graves in the Commonwealth 
War Graves Commission’s 
section of the churchyard.

■ Campaign to 
help county's 
OAPs survive 


THE Oxfordshire Community 
Foundation is launching its 
fourth annual Surviving Winter 
campaign this month and is 
focusing on combating isolation 
amongst older people. 

With the weather turning colder, 
people are being urged to do their 
bit to help reduce the potential 
death toll amongst the elderly, by 
supporting the Surviving Winter 
campaign. 

Jayne Woodley, chief executive of 
Oxfordshire Community Foundation, 
said: "Every year people die 
needlessly, and this is a particular 
problem amongst older people 
because of declining health, fuel 
poverty and isolation. 

"However, OCF knows from past 
experience that people coming 
together and donating to, or 
fundraising for the Surviving Winter 
fund, can make a real difference to 
vulnerable people in our 
community. 

"Last year we gave grants totalling 
more than £12,100 to 11 volunteer-

led community groups who provide 
support and friendship to the elderly 
through the cold weather months 
and beyond. 

"This year, donations received by 
Surviving Winter will also be 
distributed to groups which are 
alleviating isolation by promoting 
social interaction and gentle 
exercise, which is proven to benefit 
health." 

According to OCF, 360 people 
across the county lost their lives in 
2011 as a result of cold weather. 

In recent years, Oxfordshire 
Community Foundation has also 
distributed Government-funded 
Warm Homes Healthy People grants 
to individuals and families across 
the county suffering fuel poverty. 

The grants, of between £200 and 
£350, were used to pay utility bills 


and update old boilers and heating 
systems. But this year the money has 
been re-directed. 

Ms Woodley added: "Instead of 
Warm Homes Healthy People 
grants, funding of £5.45bn for 2013- 
2015 will be made available direct 
to local authorities nationally to 
address public health priorities 
determined at local level. 

"Regrettably, without the WHHP 
funding the OCF will not be in a 
position to enable fuel grants to 
assist individuals to pay utility bills 
this year. 

"However, we believe local 
authorities identifying needs specific 
to a county is a more sustainable 
use of Government funds and will 
benefit many more people."

Price rise bid 
is blocked 
for water firm 


A REGULATOR has blocked 
a bid to increase water bills 
by eight per cent. 

Thames Water announced in 
August it wanted to raise the 
average customer bill of £354 by 
£29 to cover £291 m of 
"unexpected spending". 

But industry regulator Ofwat 
has now announced it has 
turned down the water firm's 
application. 

Ofwat's chief regulation 
officer Sonia Brown said: "We 
said we would challenge 
Thames' application, in the 
interests of customers. 

"We did just that and on the

evidence provided we are not 
convinced that an extra bill 
increase is justified." 

Grandmother Sandra McBlain, 
who waited weeks for the water 
company to repair a leaking 
pipe outside her house, 
welcomed the announcement. 
The 53-year-old said: "I'm really 
pleased. 

"It is good news. I would have 
struggled to pay it." 

The decision means the 
maximum Thames Water can 
add to customers' bills for 2014- 


15 is still 1.4 per cent above 
inflation. It comes after Ofwat 
chairman Jonson Cox last week 
wrote to all water companies 
asking them to consider whether 
they needed to increase their 
bills for 2014-15 by the full 
amounts set in the last price 
review, given the hard time their 
customers were facing. 

Thames Water now has the 
right to trigger an appeal to the 
Competition Commission. 

But Thames Water spokesman 
Simon Evans said: "We will 
review the decision carefully 
before deciding on our next 
step."

RSPCA 
award 
for dog 
scheme 

A SCHEME to reunite lost 
dogs with their owners has 
won a council an RSPCA 
award. 

Cherwell District Council 
was one of four 
organisations across the 
country to win an RSPCA 
Innovator Award, which 
recognises initiatives that 
ensure the welfare of 
animals. 

The council launched its 
dog registration scheme in 
2007. Dog owners must 
register their dog and their 
contact details and are 
given a free unique identity 
tag for their pet. 

It means the council can 
contact owners quickly and 
does not have to pay out to 
hold the dog in kennels until 
its owner has been traced. 

Mark Harmon, Cherwell’s 
environmental protection 
manager, said: “This award 
has topped off a fabulous 
year for Cherwell’s dog 
warden team as it comes 
just weeks after we 
received our first Gold 
Community Animal Welfare 
Footprint Award from the 


RSPCA, in honour of our 
dog warden service. 

“We know that to many 
people in Cherwell their dog 
is not just a pet but a 
member of the family. If 
they should they lose them, 
it is heartbreaking. 

“Our dog registration 
scheme not only reunites 
owners with their pets 
almost immediately, but it 
saves them the added 
expense of kenneling costs 
at a time when they are 
fraught with worry. 


“We are delighted this 
scheme has been 
recognised at a national 
level and are thrilled to be 
the only district council in 
receipt of an innovator 
award this year.” 

In 2012/2013 there were 
175 stray dogs picked up 
and 597 dogs issued with 
tags. Each tag costs the 
council about 45p. 

The council took over 24- 
hour responsibility for 
collecting dogs from the 
police in 2010/2011.

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Demand for a lifeline 


Oxfordshire-based agricultural 
charity has provided £500k aid 
to farmers so far this year

CALLS have almost doubled to the 
helpline of an Oxfordshire 
farming charity as the industry is 
hit by tough weather and disease. 

Some 846 calls were made to the 
Royal Agricultural Benevolent 
Institution (RABI) from January to 
September, up from 432 in the same 
period in 2011. 

Spokesman Philippa Spackman said: 
"This is the worst crisis RABI has faced 
since foot-and-mouth in 2001." 

Since I860, the charity has given 
advice, grants, household items and 
specialist equipment. 

She said: "A wonderful summer and 
good weather during harvest has gone 
some way to making up for the horrors 
of last year, when fields were flooded 
and then frozen for months on end. 

"But the harvest has been a mixed 
bag with some farmers producing 
record-breaking yields and others at 
the opposite end of the scale. 

"Most are simply grateful to have 
crops to harvest at all, given that six 
months ago the future looked very 
bleak and some had to sow crops two 
or even three times over. 

"For livestock farmers, the sad fact is

that more are struggling with the effects 
of animal disease such as bovine TB." 

A third rise in fertlisier and animal 
feeds costs, Schmallenberg disease of 
sheep, goats and cattle, has added to 
problems. 

For example, Warborough Farm in 
Letcombe Regis, near Wantage, lost 
more than 300 deformed lambs and 24 
ewes to the virus. 

Ms Spackman said 292 farmers 
shared more than £500,000 of charity 
money from January to September, up 
from 107 and £203,000 for the same 
period in 2012. 

The charity has seen a major shift in 
demand from helping OAPs and 
disabled farmers to working farmers. 

Among those who have been helped 
by the charity - which employs 1 6 
people - is Joan Ackrill, 83, whose 
husband William died in 2011. 

She said: "My husband was of 
farming stock, but I am a country girl 
only by adoption. 

"I first came to Oxfordshire, a brash 
little Londoner, aged 1 7, in 1947, to be 


a land girl. We moved in 1960 to 
Tackley, where my husband acquired a 
position as a mechanic on the 900-acre 
estate." 

He retired in 1990 and needed a 
mobility scooter by 2004 because of 
heart problems. 

She said: "The charity helped us 


with a quarterly grant, that helped us 
run our car, and helped with winter 
allowances to keep the house warm, 
telephone line rental and hampers for 
birthdays and Christmas." 

As well as long-term benificiaries, 
farmers got help with costs like 
funerals, utility and council tax bills, 


household repairs and temporary 
labour for when farmers fall ill or have 
an accident. 

In addition to donations from the 
farming community, the RABI recently 
got £1 69,000 from the Prince's 
Countryside Fund and £150,000 from 
the Welsh Assembly.

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Fake company 
preyed on the 
Green Market 


AN ENVIRONMENTAL scam 
involving a company claiming to 
be based in Oxfordshire has been 
condemned by Green 
campaigners. 

Oxford Sunergy Limited was wound 
up by the High Court after 
investigations by the Insolvency 
Service. 

It was one of a large number of 
companies that were found to be 
selling non-existent carbon credits 
using high-pressure sales tactics. 

Oxfordshire-based ClimateCare has 
hit out at companies using such 
methods. 

Director Tom Morton said: "The 
mainstream carbon market has 
empowered many companies and 
individuals to compensate for their 
impact on the climate by funding 
projects in the developing world, that 
reduce greenhouse gas emissions. 

"ClimateCare focuses on projects 
that reduce C02 and improve people's

lives through energy efficient 
cookstoves and clean water filters. 

"This is completely different from the 
mis-selling of carbon credits to 
individuals, who are told by 
unscrupulous companies that they 
could see a return on their 
'investment'. 

"We distance ourselves from such 
activities in the strongest possible 
terms." 

According to the Insolvency Service, 
Oxford Sunergy and two London-based 
companies scammed customers out of 
£690,000. 

It was wound up on September 18. 

Oxford Sunergy Limited's registered 
office address was in Oxfordshire - but 
the company had no trading presence 
here, and falsely claimed its registered 
office was in the county. 

A statement from the Insolvency 
Service said: "In practice, the 


companies took customer funds 
without providing any products in 
return. 

"The companies were found to have 
all been abandoned." 

Local Green councillor Craig 
Simmons said: "It seems they want to 
use the Oxfordshire name to give 
themselves some credibility. 

"They were nothing short of cheap 
scammers and the damage done to 
individuals was appalling. They 
cheated money out of a lot of people 
by forcibly selling credits. 

"The actual legitimate businesses 
have done nothing wrong with buying 
and selling carbon credits. 

"There is a risk now they are going 
to be tarred with the same brush." 

Oxfordshire MP Andrew Smith said: 
"This was a nasty crime, preying on the 
savings of elderly people especially. 

"It's good these firms have been shut 
down, including the one claiming to 
be based in Oxfordshire. 

"I will be pressing for those who ran 
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Tom Morton, director of ClimateCare, a legitimate carbon-trading and 
investment firm, who has spoken out against carbon trading scams

these cons to be prosecuted. Their 
assets should be seized and used to 
pay back their victims." 

Oxfordshire County Council 
spokesman Martin Crabtree confirmed 
the trading standards team had 


received complaints about Oxford 
Sunergy Limited last year. 

Mr Crabtree added that trading 
standards officers passed information to 
the Insolvency Service to help with its 
investigation.

A NEW adaptation of the classic play To Sir, With 
Love, rolls into Oxford this month. 

Opening at the Oxford Playhouse on Tuesday 
November 19, and running until Saturday November 
23, the play has been adapted by playwright and actor 
Ayub Khan Din. 


To Sir, With Love tells the story of Ricky Braithwaite, a 
Cambridge graduate and ex-RAF fighter pilot. 

Unable to secure a job in his chosen profession as an 
engineer, he turns to teaching in a tough East End 
school. 

Supported by the headmaster, Ricky turns pupils' 
rebelliousness into self-respect, 
contempt into consideration and hate 
into love. 

Based on E R Braithwaite's 
autobiography, which was made into a 
major film in 1967 starring Sidney 
Poitier. This adaptation features songs 
and dances from the late 1940s, 
performed by members of the Oxford 
community. 

The role of Ricky is played by Ansu 
Kabia, a recent member of the RSC 
Ensemble, who has gained acclaim for 
his performances at Stratford.

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Sci-fi thriller takes 3D 
into another universe 


GRAVITY (U A, 91 mins) Sci- 
Fi/Action/Thriller. Sandra Bullock, 
George Clooney, Phaldut Sharma 
and the voice of Ed Harris. Director: 
Alfonso Cuaron. 

A s misfortune stacks upon 

tragedy in Alfonso Cuaron's 
deep-space survival thriller, 
the film's stricken heroine greets her 
seemingly inevitable demise with a 
moment of deadpan humour. 

"I hate space," she sighs, resigned 
to her terrifying fate. 

We hate it too by the heart¬ 
breaking conclusion of Gravity, 
which puts its lead character 
through the physical and emotional 
wringer as she drifts through that 
inky void, which will become her 
tomb. 

Scripted by Cuaron and his son 
Jonas, the film is lean and runs to a 
sprightly 91 minutes, most of which 
will be spent marvelling at the 
virtuosity of the camerawork, 
editing and spectacular visual 
effects. 

Avatar and Life Of Pi may have 
pushed the boundaries of 3D but 
Gravity propels the format into 
another universe. 

It is a film that demands to be 
seen on the largest possible screen, 
preferably IMAX 3D, which gives 
the impression of floating with the 
astronauts as they face life-or-death 
choices. 

Cuaron opens in silence with the 
striking orb of planet earth slowly 
rotating like a sleeping giant. 
Gradually, the Space Shuttle 
Explorer comes into view, docked 
close to the Hubble Space 
Telescope. 

Commander Matt Kowalski 
(George Clooney), a veteran of the 


space program on his final mission, 
provides encouragement to fellow 
astronaut Shariff (Phaldut Sharma) 
and specialist Dr Ryan Stone 
(Sandra Bullock), who is in space 
for the first time. 

"Houston, I have a bad feeling 
about this mission," jokes Kowalski 
as he yammers with Mission 
Control (voiced by Ed Harris), 
keeping the mood light as the three- 
strong team completes its delicate 
and precise work. 

Out of the blue, Mission Control 
orders Kowalski to abort the mission 
and return to Explorer: a Russian 
missile strike on a defunct satellite 
has created a debris cloud that is 
heading straight towards the crew's 
current position. 

As Steven Price's orchestral score 
reaches a deafening crescendo, 
razor-sharp debris rips apart 
Explorer, killing Shariff and hurtling 
Stone through space. 

Kowalski attempts to keep her 
calm over the radio. 

"What's your favourite thing 
about being up here?" he asks 
soothingly. 

"The silence," she replies, "I 
could get used to it." 

If Kowalski cannot locate Stone 
before her dwindling oxygen supply 
runs out then that silence will 
consume her. 

Gravity employs the latest 
ground-breaking technology to 
realise Cuaron's startling vision of 
one woman battling against the 
odds in the one place that no one 
can hear her whimper and scream. 

The complexity of the Mexican 
director's vision, and the 
effortlessness with which he realises 
it, are jaw-dropping.

INFINITI has only been a separate 
company from its parent Nissan 
brand for a little more than a year 
now. And Infiniti cars have only 
been built at all since 1989. 

Undeterred, the firm is going up 
against some of the toughest opposi¬ 
tion in the car market in the mighty 
shapes of Audi, BMW and 
Mercedes-Benz, who dominate the 
European premium car market 
almost completely. 

The Q50 is the spearhead with 
which Infiniti wants to give the big 
Germans a poking on their home 
turf. It's sharply styled and certainly 
easy on the eye in either of the body 
styles. Sport trim looks surprisingly 
different from the front when you 
put it next to a more relaxed 
Premium-spec car, but in isolation 
both look strikingly - refreshingly - 
different to what's already out there. 
It's sized in between BMW's 3 Series 
and 5 Series, so it might just be a 
great catch-all compromise. 

The interior design is good, too, 
with a large centre console giving a 
snug, comfortable feel to a cabin 
that isn't as open and spacious- 
seeming as some thanks to a wind¬ 
screen and A-pillar sitting closer to 
the occupants than in rival cars. The 
console itself is dominated by two 
vertically-stacked large screens; the 
top one recessed slightly into the

surface and tasked with displaying 
the navigation system readout and 
visuals from the manoeuvring cam¬ 
eras (front and rear). 

Cabin storage is a mixed bag, 
with short-ish door pockets but a big 
central bin, which also houses two 
12-volt power outlets, two USB 
ports, a 3.5mm jack and even a 
'video in' socket to pipe pictures to 
the top screen - but not while you're 
driving. 

Speaking of driving, you can have 
the Q50 as a diesel, which borrows 
Mercedes's slightly clattery but 
potentially very economical 
2,143cc four-cylinder engine, or as a 
petrol-electric hybrid that uses the 
electric motor as a 'supercharger'. It 
works like a charm, too, giving the 
Q50S (the hybrid's special designa¬ 
tion) an instant swell of torque low 
down in the rev range before the 
3.5-litre V6 takes over to pump the 
overall power output to 360bhp. 



Wheekanddeals 


CRASH test results have been 
announced by the European vehicle 
safety body Euro NCAP, after testing 
some of the latest new cars. Among 
the vehicles tested were the 
Mercedes-Benz CLA, the Jeep 
Cherokee, the Peugeot 2008 and the 
Suzuki SX4. Despite varying on cost 
and size, all four vehicles tested 
scored the maximum five-star overall 
rating. The Suzuki SX4 performed 
particularly well, scoring 92% for 
adult occupant protection and 80% 
for child occupant protection. 

THE Audi TT has reached the landmark 
sales figure of 500,000 since it was 
first launched in 1998 and Audi is 
celebrating with the arrival of a TTS 
Limited Edition model. Priced from 
£38,860 for the Coupe and £42,320 
for the Roadster, the TTS Limited 
Edition comes with Nimbus Grey 
paint for the Coupe and Imola Yellow 
for the Roadster.
